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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the item numbers are hand written and 
not in USA standard, and can be misinterpreted, e.g., number "1" can be interpreted as 
number "7". Additionally, item 10 and 14 are not clearly drafted and have no visible 
lines inside the circle. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Objections 

2. Claims 3-10 objected to under 37 CFR 1 75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claims. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim 1 is generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform to current U.S. 
practice, because the language of the claim 1 does not provide desired clarity and 
precision, since the scope of the invention sought to be patented cannot be determined 
from the language of the claim with a reasonable degree of certainty. In re Wiggins, 
488 F.2d 538, 179 USPQ 421 (CCPA 1973). 
Specifically: 

words "charge storage devices" are indefinite and open to interpretation, 

words "electronic component" are indefinite, since there are numerous number of 
"electronic components" in the art, 

words "in a specifiable manner" are indefinite since no "manner" is specified in 
the language of the claim, 

word "appropriate" is indefinite since no scope of "appropriate" can be 
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determined from the language of the claim. 

In claim 2, word "appropriate" is indefinite since no scope of "appropriate" can be 
determined from the language of the claim. 

Regarding claims 3, 6, 7 and 8, the phrases connected by word "or" render the 
claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed 
(those encompassed by "or"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) 
unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

In claim 10, words "control unit detects when a heavy power is to be connected" 
are not understood, since the prediction of the controlled event is either not disclosed or 
the language of the claim has a grammatical error. 

Claims 4, 5 and 9 are indefinite because they depend on the rejected claim and 
do not correct the noted problem. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gilbreth 
et al. (US 6,958,550). 

As far as they can be understood and broadly interpreted, all claims read on the 
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prior art of records. 

Gilbreth et al. teaches a device for voltage supply including a generator ((Fig. 5, 
item 100), connectable to a battery (Fig.7, item 170), wherein the circuit includes a first 
electronic component (Fig.7, item 158) which is situated between the positive pole of 
the battery and the heavy power consumer, and at least two charge storage devices 
(Fig. 5) which are connectable to one another via switching means (Fig. 2, item 28), and 
are connectable to the heavy power consumer (Fig.2, item 18) and the electronic 
component (item 36), and the switching means are operated by a control device (32) in 
a specifiable manner. The system of Gilbreth et al. is capable to perform activation and 
deactivation of the loads, parallel and series connections of the capacitors, charging the 
battery, and can feed any kind of the consumer one desires. The system has a 
controllable switch and a diode and outputs the appropriate triggering signals to the 
switches and ensures the required voltage supply for the heavy consumers, especially 
as these features can be interpreted in the general and indefinite terms, as claimed by 
the applicant.
